Columbus, April 5—Tiis "big" bills 


axe nearly all out of the way now, 
aad the legislative grind from now on 
•will be a steady one. There will be 
several night sessions durisg. the 
coming w«ek, ana fc. Eighty effort -will 
be made to clear up the business so 
as to tnafcft possible an adjournment 
before -May 1. The taxation bills In 
the senate, however, and Uie "a-wful 
aiess" of local bills hanging Sre ia 
the upjHjr house, makes it next to im- 
possible for adjourament to

place before the last w«uk in. April.

bills to authorize the organisation and 
incorporation of a salvaga corps in 
Cincinnati, to authorize the sals of a 
lot near Toledo, on the Miami and 
Brie canal, and to authorise Zanesvillc 
to transfer funds to clear up appar- 
ent deficiencies.

Ben Hur (Lew Wallace) arrived in the 
night with a strong division and a 
decisive stand was taken in the early 
morning of the second day and this 
terrible conflict was such that it was 
impossible to describe then, or now. 
hut by the valor of our troops, and the 
men behind the guns.

soon lost to the Lost Cause. We did 
not ask them to stay for supper, but 
as the sun sank slowly in the western 
horizon, we gave them a parting sa- 
lute as they went over the hills to 
Corinth, twenty miles away.
